Lloyd George And Giolitte Point 
Out Vital Need of Re-Estab- 
lishment of Peace 


BREACH OF FAITH. 


Declare Negotiations With Nation 
Which Lightly Treats Its 
Word Impossible 


LUCERNE, Switzerland, Aug. 23.— 
The conference between Lioyd George 
and Signor Giolitti concluded this 
evening, when the premiers sent the 
following telegram tb M. Millerand, 
the I'rench premier: 

“In finishing our Lucerne con- 
ference, we send you a cordial salute 
and look forward with pleasure to the 
earliest occasion when both of us can 
meet your excellency’ 

The off'cial statement with regard 
to the vropogal to,the ailies to give 
Poland freedom in the use of Dan- 
zig, did not say whetner diplomatic 
or military action was contemplated. 


LUCERNE, Aug. 23.—An_ official 
statement issued regarding the con- 
ferences today between Premiers 
Lioyd George and Giolitti, says the 
premiers agreed to the v'tal need of 
the re-establishment of the peace of 
the world at the earliest possible 
moment and that the first guarantee 
of such a peace is to be found in the 
various treaties already concluded. 

“The victors tn war,” continues the 


statement, “should display a spirit of| 


moderation in, their enforcement of 
terms, and the vanquished sp‘rit of 
loyalty in their execution, With this 
aim, Britain and Italy trust that the 
good understanding reached at Spa 
will be further developed to cover all 


mof the standing questions. 


“Before peace is fully’ established, 
however, there are a number of im- 


portant questions to be decided, a) 


majority of which are indissolubly 
connected with the march of events 
in territories of the former Russian 
empire, Until peace is fully establisn- 
ed between Russia and the rest of 
the world, an atmosphere of disturb- 
ance and unsettlement will continue 
fo menace the world.

Attempt to Break Poles Fails. 

The attempt of the Reds to break 
the Polish linesson the Przasnysh-Ma- 
kov-Rozany road and cross the Narew 
river has completely failed. Polish 
troops, advancing up the right bank 
of the Narew, threw back the Bol- 
sheviki to the north. Meanwhile, the 
main body of the Poles, advancing 
}from Warsaw, occupied all the te-ri- 
tory in the fork of the Bug and 
| Narew, 

The only chance of the Bolsheviki 
is to open a passage in the direction of 


Ostrolenka and Lomza, so as to gét | 


to Bialystok and Grodno. The Polish 
troops, accordingly, are hastening 
their march towards Ostrolenka and 
Lomza, while the Polish cavalry, 
which has reached the wpper waters 
of the Narew, ‘has already cut the 
road between Lomza and Bialystok. 

+ Decide Fate of Red Forces 

The battle aow lbeginning on the 
middle Narew is likely to decide the 
fate of all the Red forces tbetween 
the Narew and the Prussian frontier. 
Red troops are making a bold thrust 
in the direction of Brody and Lem-~ 
berg. Farther north Bolsheviki de- 
tachments, dpbouching from datsk 
and Viadmir Wolinsky, tried to force 
a passage of the (Bug before Prubre- 
szov, but were hurled back with 
heavy losses. The same fate befell 
the Reds who appeared in the reg- 
ion of Lemberg.

WINDERMERE CAMP, B.C., Aug. 
23.—Through the land of snow-capp- 
ed peaks, beautiful valleys and in- 
numerable magnificent lakes and riv- 
eis, the delegates to the Imperial 
Press conference continued on their 
way westward today after brief visits 
to Lake Louise and Windermere Lake, 
the former already famous for its 
wonderful scenery, its lakes in the 
clouds, and its other attractions and 
the latter rapidly becoming just as 
well known for its great natural 
beauty.

Hoating, 
fishing, riding, golf, and Indian Pot- 
lach. Bathing and other diversions 
were offered and heartily enjoyed by 
the party. The stay at the lake was 
short, but it was enjoyable in every 
sense of the word. 

The visitors were given some idea 
of the weather of the Columbia valley 
by a demonstration arranged at the 
summer camp of the C,P.R., including 
samples of ore taken from the mines 
of the district, grains, fruits, vege- 
tables and fodder grown on land iIr- 
rigated for the most part by natural 
flow from mountain streams. 

Notables Entertain Visitors. 

Participating in the welcome were 
prominent residents from not only 
Windermere and Invermere, but also 
from Golden and Cranbrook. Mr. G. 
J..Spreull, president of the South East 
Kootenay associated boards of trade 
being present from the latter place, 
and Mr. H. G. Parson, president of 
the Golden board representing that 
section of the province.

Ald. Abbott siid that he bad the 
idea Commissi/jner Ormsby,, some 
time ago, had rhentioned that $12,000 
could be obtaired for this machine as 
junk. 

Ald. McLerman remarked that Ae 
was under / tae impression that a 
while ago Cémmissioner Ormsby had 
said something about a $20,000 offer 
being received for the engine. 

The mayor remarked that R. B. 
Brown was a man who at Calgary 
held more jobs than any of the com- 
migsionerg Nere, and he did not know 
how he got tne time for these deals 
He, the mayor, had walked down 
town with a man that night who eaid 
he would pay $10,000 for the engine. 

Ald, Milton Martin said he was not 
satisfied they were getting all they 
might for the engine. 

Ald. East, who as deputy mayor 
took pect in the negotiationa, and 
Commissioner Haddow advised the 
sale, stating that the engine was of 
a type for waich customers would not 
be plentiful, also that it had been 
largely dismantled. Commissioner 
Haddow pointed out that a newer 
steam unit wag sold from the g@outh 
eide power house forabout $6,000. 

However, it was decided to leave 
the mater over, and a motion by 
Ald, East and Sheppard to approve 
the sale was withdrawn.

Royal Alexandra Hospital 

In answer to the enquiry concern- 
ing the starting of the work for the 
Royal Alexandra Hospital extension, 
the following report was received 
from the city architect, J. Martiand.

“In reply to your letter re inquiry 
made at council meeting with regard 
to progress on the proposed new wing 
for the Royal Alexandra Hospital, 
the following is approximately tae 
position:

The 
tame remarks apply to tre basement 
plan. On the second, third and 
fourth floor plans slight alterations 
have been made, remking It necessary 
to chage these plana from that orlg- 
inally designed by tre late Mr. Lines. 
Fifth floor plan altered neceassitatiing 
the re-designing and re-drawing of 
the same. The alterations to the var- 
ious plans make jit necessary to re- 
draw all the elevations and gections, 
as aiso the sub basement and founda- 
tion ‘plans f: might also be stated 
that the alterations béfore mentioned 
make. it necessary to partly re-design 
the structural steel, which will ne-/ 
cessitate, in the main, new stee] plans. | 
Generally speaking, with the excep- 
tion of the second, third and fourth 
fioor plang before mentioned, which 
require only slight «alterations, all 
the other plans, etc., have to be re- 
drawn and partly re-designed. The

If the average of losses of the 
first five months of the year is 
maintained, fire losses in Canada 
during 1920 will reach almost 
$28,000,000, according to figures 
made public by the Commission 
of Conservation. Should these 
figures be reached the losses will 
exceed any thus for recorded, 
with the exception of those in- 
curred during 1918 through the 
destruction of a number of muni- 
tions plants. They already ex- 
ceed those of 1919, an exceptional- 
ly favorable year; by over one and 
a half million dollars, the total 
for the five months’ period being 
well upward of $11,000,000. 

With disastrous fires in both 
the coast province and the far 
east and in the middle west dur- 
ing the past few weeks, it’is al- 
most a certainty that the estimate 
of the Conservation board will 
not be met but considerably ex- 
ceeded.

The explanation of this great 
change, according to reports is 
said to lie in the fact that British 
shipbuilding industries released 
from Government control are now 
working off five years’ arrears, 
whereas the great revival in the 
United States, due to the war, is 
now declining. 

The total amount of tonnage 
under construction in England is 
just over 3,500,000 tons, and for 
the rest of the world slightly over 
4,000,000 tons, which seems to indi- 
cate, says the report, that in a 
very short time the supply of car- 
go tonnage will exceed the de- 
mand. Freights are already fall- 
ing and the market price of car- 
go tonnage has dropped by 25 
per cent, since the beginning of 
the war.

The Farmers’ Sun, official organ 


of the United Farmers of Ontario, 
in a front page editorial on the 
railway rate question has the fol- 
lowing in epndemnation of the pro- 
posed increase’ asked fc~ by the 
Canadian roads: 


Experts in the United States have 
figured out that the increased wages 
just paid the raflway employees will 
add $365 a year to the budget of ev- 
ery family in that country. In Canada 
we are not alone duplicating the wage 
increase awarded the American rail- 
road men, but are piling on additional 
charges to insure, in one case, divi- 


dents of 10 per cent. to the C.P.R. 
jshareholders, and In the other case 
that the Canadian Northern System 


Railroads shall not go behind to the 
tune of $47,000,000 per annum. The 
increase will therefore mean much 
mpre to the ordinary Canadian fam- 
ily, and will not fall far short of 
double what our Américan meighbors 
will have to pay. 

This levy of six or seven hundred 
dollars to the budget of the ordinary 
family jn this countrv is a very seri- 
| ous tax. Money muet*he secured before 
lit can be paid out. Where is the ord- 
inary farmer or householder going to 
get an additional $600 to $700 to sat- 
isfy the greedy maw of the grasping 
railroad corporations and their em- 
ployees? 

Instead of this everlasting series of 
Increases and the, making of vicious 
circle after viclovs circte, would it 
not be more courageous und a better 
policy to come to a showdown at the 
outset? The situation has got to be 
}faced sometime. Farmers, connected 
jwith the great basic industry of the 
; country, cannot go on for ever paying 


|the bulk of the burdens that govern- 
}ments, railroads and protected manu- 
| facturers heap upon their shoulders. 


The railroads evidently are concern- 
led only with distribution, They seem- 
jingly take no thought of production.
